Consul in Hoagking in an exhaustive 
article to the New York Herald, has 
much to say. He is optimistic that “ the 
organisation, energy, and np-to-dateneas 
which have’made ua so euccessful in 
industrial America will prove irres- 
iatible anywhere,” but does not forget 
to lay proper stress on the adverse 
factors- which lie hidden from view. 
Almoat every branch of trade is touched 
upon by the writer, who is at obvious 
pain to indicate the” most profitable 
sources to be tapped. After outliniog 
prospects for’ hotel espera and life 
insurance compaties, Mr Waper men- 
tions that “Chinese returned from 
America are instituting department 
stores. There is one:in Hongkong with 
receipts of nearly $2,000 a day, and 
Chinese competition is not to be 
despised.” Nevertheless, the one priced 
store, catering to rich and poor alike, 
earninggand bolding the confidence of 
all tho ‘people and supplying them with 
all grades of every known néed, with hot 
chocolate, baby tenders, and band of: 
music thrown in, is something that 
only Americans can give the Orient.” 
But there is the reverse side of the 
picture to the painting of which the 
inherent characteristics of the American 
people largely contribute. Thisis how 
the writer touches on this aspect of the 
question :—"‘ Yet as one contemplates 
the unlikelihood of a staff of ‘workers 
from home settling down in an 
Oriental city for the ten years’ contented 
and successful work necessary to build 
up the. institution one must exhibit 
much scepticism as to the result.” He 
continues :—It cannot be repeated too 
often that the invisible factors are the 
determining ones in the matter. of 
America’s conquest of the Orient.

Syrinz, by Lavnincz Nonta. London, Mr 
| Wm, Heinemann, 

This is, wo believe, the firat novel that 
has come from the pen of, Laurance North. 
and wo heartily congratulate the writer on 
the production of auch a clover book, It 
is not only clever in construction bub it 
ia salurated with echolarship, a rare com- 
bination in latter day novels, while ita 
literary flavour is of fine vintage. Julia 
Herrick, the heroino, is a gitl of no common 
clay, In the opinion of a man who loved 
the very ground on which ahe trod she 
was ‘9 strange revival, = reincarnation 
of Greece in ita’ best days, an Aspasia of 
the Renalusance. Having passed through 
the Oxford achools with distinction sho 
had become an authority on ancient Grook 
texta and this waa peculiarly fitted to be 
the literary ansistant of a learnod 
antiquarian, while hor houra of leisure 
wore spent in the society of a chosen band 
known as the Polite Outcasts, artiats 
musicians, sculptors, and women wha 
dabbted in the Fino Arta and who loved to 
think they were a trifle in advance of the 
intellectual development of the age. Among 
them all she was 4 dominating figure, her 
intellect being of tho brightest,’ her 
learning. tho more solid. A decadent, 
if. you will, sho yet knew naught 
of ‘surrender to any of lower pas- 
sions, and though sho had in the eyes 
of the Philistines worn the shielding robe 
of conventiouality to ‘the barest thread, 
it was still sufficient protection for her 
self-relisnt nature against the rough places 
which a solitary woman fighting for her 
own band hns to encounter in the course of 
life. Once or twice she was sorely tempted 
to pluck the fruit of desiro which dangled 
to temptingly before her; to surrender 
horaelf for the joy of ono glorious hour, A 
decadent artist, one Maurice Jaleham, 
an aristocrat to the finger, tips, almost 
persuaded’ her to link her lifo in his 
according to the eagy code of the Quartier 
Latin, -bot she hesitated and Laleham like 
a gentleman efixced himself and left her 
unstained.” Seward, the sculptor, a man 
of coarser fibre, for a time held the mastery 
of her imagination and as a result Im- 
mortalized. hor ia Pariau marble as Syrinx, 
tho sorely beset nymph of the vale of Ida. 
According to an enthusiastic critic this] 
statue was a most wondorful harmony of 
the classical and ‘romantio epirit. * He 
wrote :—‘'This gitl beloved of Pan’ i 
aprtainly an immortal, yet in a verye 

ignant and terrible sonse-s mortal also, 
The artist hag sounded thegamat of theages, 
Horo is the'youth and freshness of Arcady, 
here also tho sndness and stress of to-day. 
This elusive Syrinx is still a very woman, 
a woman to whom increase of knowled, 
has brought increase of. sorrow, and 
though as wo look at her we seem to hear 
the pipes of the goat-footed pod, we hear 
also the melancholy undertone of the 
lattorday poet's Ballad of Burdens.” No 
wonder that Robert Akenside, clever Hel- 
lenis though .he ‘as, ‘could not undor- 
tend her. ‘He loved ‘the girl to dis- 
traction, but the strain of his old covenan- 
ting fore-fathers ever opposed a barrier. 
preventing that perfect understanding 
which vould have been assential to 
their happiness_as married lovers,’ Not 
for him, nor for Laleham, nor for Soward, 
was this rare exotic flower ; it was finally 
plucked by a man of far difforent tempera- 
ment to any of the three, bub who: the 
fortunate lover and husband was we leave 
the reader to discover—on the, last page 
but one.
